From the time of the 
earliest settksnent* by the Europeans 
It was the scene of stents moat thrllllnsj 
to character and of surpassing impor- 
tance in their bearing upon the political 
and material fortunes of the state and 
tha country- At the mouth of our 
famous river was the town destined to 
be the commercial metropolis of the con- 
tinent- The Hudson, and Champlsin 
valleys afforded the natural hlKnw-aj- 
between the north and the south, and 
the Mohawk valley between the east 
and the west, both leading to the coast. 
Jlrnc© In the French and Indian and 
fi*volutlanary wars the struggle for 
these thoroughfares was bloody and de- 
termined, and there was a succession 
of, battles which have made this whole 
region In an exceptional sense historic 
ground. Bloody Pond. Head of Lake 
George, Fort "William Henry. Tieonde- 
roga, Bennington. Bemls Heights *r 
Saratoga, first and second, Oriskany, 
Champlaln and Flatlsburgh— what a 
story of American valor and ultimate 
triumph they tell! "What stirring memo- 
~riea for the people of northern and cen- 
tral New York, now dwelling in peace 
and happiness amid scenes once so sav- 
age and heroic' 

Farther down the river is Kingston, 
the capital of the Infant commonwealth, 
and where the state government was 
first Instituted, which fell a victim to the 
British Invaders, who burned It as an 
offering upon the altar of lis patriotism. 
New burgh, the headquarters of Wash- 
ington: West Point, the stronghold of 
U»e Highlands, around which cluster 
thickly stories of continental bravery 
and devotion to offset the infamy of 
Arnold the traitor; Stony Point, where 
'Mad Anthony" stormed his way to Im- 
mortal renown, and the great city at the 
foot of th? river, about which raged the 
siorm of battle during the Revolution- 
all these Inspire elevated thought sad 
the desire to suitably perpetuate the 
Incidents of a glorious history. 

It is a fact also of more than ordinary 
significance that these events occurred 
In localities lh«* scons? charm of which 
must ever lend addlthmtU interest. The 
Palisades, the Highlands, the beautiful 
Mohawk valley. LaXe George, Lake 
Champlaln. th* Adirondack* and the Ver- 
mont hills afford a setting for the his- 
toric picture of rare variety, dignity and 
grace. Within the sa*H?"*area in this or 
any other country there cannot be found 
so .much that appeals to the higher sen- 
timents at tl e patriotic impulses »/f the 
people. 

A good beginning has been made In the 
work of preserving these important lo- 
calities In order that they may remain 
for all time as object lessors in history 
and as permanent places of resort, 
recreation and elevating contemplation. 
But as -yet it is ■ only a beginning. 
A men? the bills passed by the Legisla- 
ture nf 1835 was "an act to Incorporate 
"the trustees of scenic and historic places 
" and objects and fo provide for the care 
"of certain property of the state." which 
Aecanr* a law with the approval of the 
governor on March. 5S last. This law 
provides that the following among other 
gentlemen shall be so incorporated:

The Interest token In the troubles 
which are at present disturbing the Sal- 
vation Army organisation to this 
country Is widespread. The efficiency of 
that organisation in Christian work has 
been n cognized by all, and much anx- 
iety la felt as to the effect which the ex- 
isting troubles may have upon Its labors. 
From the various statements that haw- 
been mad? by the Salvation Army offi- 
cials It is apparent that the whole diffi- 
culty has arisen because of a desire cm 
the part of General Booth, the founder 
and chief of the organization, his son 
Herbert Booth, and his daughter, Eva 
Booth, lo force his other son. Balllngton 
Booth, from the leadership In this 
country. Here we have a family quar- 
rel, but not one that was brought about 
by differences of opinion in regard to 
purely family affairs. 

While neither Balllngton Booth nor his 
wife has expressly made the statement. 
It Is generally believed that the trouble 
in the Booth family came from a belief 
on the part of those In England that the 
leaders In America were endeavoring to 
Americanise the order, *3uch an Idea 
was repugnant to the Ideas of General 
Booth, who evidently believes that the 
army should continue to be Just what 
he has made It In London— no more, no 
less. It would perhaps be severe to say 
that Genera] Booth Is antagonistic to 
America. During his recent visit to this 
"country he certainly displayed no such 
feelipg of antagonism. Yet' It Is as- 
serted that General Booth has never be- 
come reconciled to Bailington Booth's 
naturalisation and adoption of American 
citizenship. If General Booth's opposi- 
tion to the policy pursued by his son in 
ttys country did not come from a feeling 
of antagonism. It at least was the out- 
growth of poor judgment. No one who 
knows anything about the work of the 
Salvationists in this country will deny 
that much of their success has been 
brought e bout by the facility with which 
they assimilated American Ideas. K the 
organization had remained thoroughly 
English In tone Its power for good would 
necessarily have been curtalled. 

Ballington Booth and his wife, who as 
leaders have been responsible for tha 
Americanizing of the Salvation Army, 
are thoroughly deserving of the praises 
which have been showered upon them 
for their good work and for the sym- 
pathy which is now extended to them In 
their troubles. In the present contro- 
versy they have the support and good 
wishes not only of the American people 
in general, but of the rank and rile of the 
army In this country. This was shown 
at the rasellng In New«Tork last night, 
when Balllngton Booth was urged by 
his subordinates to accept the leadership 
of an Independent American organiza- 
tion working along the some lines. The 
officers of the army throughout the 
country are loyal to him and probably 
would give him their united support In 
any movement of this kind he might see 
fit to undertake. But the offer of leader- 
ship has been declined by him, a fact 
which will cause much regret In Chris- 
tian circles. 

The scene at the meeting last night 
when the deposed leader spoke to his fol- 
lowers and explained the manner in 
which be had been superseded was most 
affecting;. When the Booths said fare- 
well to their comrades many women 
wept and It was felt that the army had 
sustained a loss from which It might 
never recover. Afterward, when explain- 
ing his course to the reporters, and tell- 
ing th?m of the indignities to which he 
had been subjected. Balllngton Booth 
said: 

"And. theni my friends, followed a pain- 
ful episode. The cemmandtnt of Canada— 
my brother— held out his hand, but not Tor 
me to take. No. tt was this he said: *I de- 
mand that you give up ycur keys. I have 
a brief which gives me. the power to claim 
them." 

"Ltk* a flash there c*me over me the 
astonishing revelation, the saddest I ever 
had, striking me dumb, that my younger 
brother had been empowered to depose me, 
to dismiss me from my position." 

This dramatic Incident followed: 

Balllngton Booth's voice choked as he 
fkid It. ami his bead sank before his at- 
tentive listeners. Close by him his wife had 
sat, weak and exhausted, in a chair by an 
open window, hoping that the cool air would 
revive ..er. Her eyes were closed and her 
face was ashe-n pale. She heard the falter- 
ing words of her husband and sprang to his 
side. An arm stole around his neck and a 
hand sought his. She looked up into his 
face. 

"You may bo Jisunisaed," she said ten- 
derly, "but you are still my commander." 

Tbe tall, strong man. unmindful of the 
men around him. reached d u «a and took 
the sweet face between his hands. "And you 
are still my que-^n." he repliert. 

Then hasband and -wife* stood side by side, 
he supporting her with a strong arm. "We 
have told our staff who waited upon us, 
asking us to lead Ihem." said Balllngton 
Bootb. 'that we shall quietly retire. We 
phall probably turn over the property of 
the army von. We shall see some leading 
citizen as to how the transfer had best be 
made to aecure it for the American pr-ople, 
for we are Americans and our children are 
American born. 

"And new. gentlemen, we leave this build- 
ing. We bid you farewell." 

Ther* are many people who still hope 
that Balllngton Booth will recall his 
determination and consent to lead an 
Independent movement, free from Eng- 
lish jurisdiction. It Is felt that such a 
movement would have more cordial sup- 
port from the public and accomplish 
mor> good than the old army. The 
property of the organisation In this 
country, which was purchased with 
funds contributed by people here, is in 
Balllngton Booth's name, and should he 
see fit to do so he could prevent his sis- 
ter, Eva Booth, who has been designated 
as leader, from proceeding In the work. 
It la not likely, however, that he will 
interfere In this manner, even though 
he should consent to form a new organ- 
ization. With his followers loyal to him 
and with the American people In thor- 
ough sympathy with the movement, 
there would be no need of his retaining 
any connection whatever with tbe 
original orga nisation. 

The bond purchasers are not taking ad- 
vantage of Secretary Carlisle's Install- 
ment plan for payments. Already J«o,- 
ft»,ota> of tbe new issue have been de- 
livered, and 190,000.000 of the 1111,000,000 
received for the bonds have been paid 
Into the treasury and the national bank 
depositories. The gold reserve now ex- 
ceeds ilOs.000,000. One result of the bond 
issue will be an increase In the national 
bank circulation. Tbe comptroller has 
arranged for more than 115,000.000 addi- 
tional national bank notes, and the ex- 
pectation Is that this amount will be 
taken without delay. Until business re- 
vives the need for this Increase will not 
be apparent. 



The name of Henry Chandler Bowen, 
who died suddenly yesterday afternoon 
at his home in Brooglyii. wa» widely 
known througn his connection with the 
Congregational church paper, the Inde- 
pendent, and because of his activity In 
religious work, Mr. Bowen was born tn 
Woodstock. Conn., September U, 181& 
but the greater part of his life was spent 
in New York, where he located when a 
young man. He was for many years a 
prominent dry gooda, dealer, but met 
with reverses at the time of the war and 
retired. It was tn IMS that Mr. Bowen 
and five others founded the Independent, 
snd when Mr. Bowen's reverses in busi- 
ness came he devoted his entire atten- 
tion to the paper. He succeeded Theo- 
dore Til ton as Its editor and it was under 
bis management that the Journal 
nc hleved its greatest success.

Politicians In New York have a sus- 
picion that last night'z banquet to Secre- 
tary Carlisle and to-night's Manhattan 
Club reception In his honor are a part of 
a plan fdr putting him in line for the 
Democratic presidential nomination.

No doubt Carlisle's 
ambition 13 to be president, but he will 
find it a long Journey from a nomination 
to an election on a platform denouncing 
protection and favoring, government by 
bond Iss ues. 

In the Canadian house of commons a 
prohibition bill Is now being debated, 
and there Is some chance of It becoming 
a law. If the Canadians determine to 
prohibit production as well as consump- 
tion such actioa will wipe out of exist- 
ence one of the most profitable Industries 
of the dominion. It la more probable, 
however, that if any law is enacted It will 
prohibit only the drinking of liquor In 
Canada, and as a result the entire whisky 
output will be sent over the border to 
Americans.

No one expected that Spain j#oulsT*be 
pleased with the discussion now going on 
in Congress concerning Spanish rule In 
Cuba. It is not at all surprising, there- 
fore, that the Spanish should express in- 
dignation at the statements made by 
Americans, but such action will not de- 
ter the senators and representatives In 
Congress from doing what they believe 
to be their manifest duty. 



As was expected, the Spanish report 
that Maceo. one of the Cuban insurgent 
leaders, had been killed has been denied, 
and it is officially stated that he is not 
only alive, but also active. The revolu- 
tion began one year ago yesterday, and 
is stronger than ever, in spite of the mil- 
lions Spain has expended on efforts to 
suppress It.

There was never be- 
fore such a demand for licenses at once. 
The officers at police headquarters were 
kept busy in maintaining lines to the 
desks. All the clerks about the building 
who had an Idle pen were requested to 
fill out applications. Each room In ths 
hall held a bunch of saloonkeepers, 
anxious to file applications for licenses, 
to save the money which the Raines bill 
if R become a law would demand. The 
present rate la M0 to saloonkeepers. 

When the matter came up the other 
day Attorney Townsend for the board 
decided that the board had a right to 
issue at any time licenses for a year. 
Mr. Townsend did not. however, decide 
upon the propriety or the advisability of 
such an act. He said: "I will not say 
that the Legislature by passing such a 
bill has not the power to abrogate any 
such act of the Excise Board" ' 

The board held a meeting last 
night. President O'Neil and Messrs. 
Magill and Devery being present. 

The following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted: "Resolved, That .tha 
Board of Excise of the city of Troy will 
upon application for renewal of existing 
license, If it grant such license, grant It 
for and at a time hot longer than one 
year from the date of application now 
pending, and upon the surrender of the 
existing license held by the applicant 
and tbe cancellation of said license." 

Clerk Smith presented the applica- 
tions, and licenses were granted to ac- 
cordance with the above resolution. 

Th? following resolution was also 
adopted In regard to the applicants and 
the licenses granted: "If upon investi- 
gation It Is found that any of the per- 
sons licensed did not have a license at 
the time of the passage of the laws of 
189?. who now apply for a license to 
carry on a liquor business on premises 
which are within 200 feet of a building 
used exclusively for school purposes or 
within 300 feet of a church, all of these 
persons hereby discussed shall not re- 
ceive a license In conveyance." 

The application of Erlts Kohler for a 
license at 102 Fourth street was held 
over, pending investigation.

Nation No Longer Battle- 
ground Upon Which 
Other People May Settle 
Quarrels, Premier Say*, 

Brussels (INS)— The large, bel- 
ligerent nations of Europe today 
stood warned that any attack 
against Belgian Integrity or against 
Belgian frontiers would find that 
nation willing and ready to fight. 

Speaking to a group of Catholics 
at Charlerol, Premier Hubert 
Pierlot, declaring "Belgium no 
longer is a battlefield upon which 
the quarrels of other peoples can 
be settled," warned: 

"W« will fight if attacked. Our 
will Is Immovable and we will not 
alter our decision. 

"No matter what sympathies Bel- 
gium may have for thii or that 
foreign nation, the deatlntie* of 
these countries are not identical 
with the fate of Belgium. Bel- 
gium's policy must be ditao***^ ex- 
clusively by considerations for the 
best interests of this country. Any 
Belgian government which thinks 
otherwise would not be worthy of 
the confidence of the nation. 

"Only an attack upon our fron- 
tier, or an equivalent act which 
would be Incompatible with the dig- 
nity of our country, could make us 
decide to break the pact of peace 
which binds us with all our neigh- 
bors. 

"Then and then only would we 
fight, and we would not lay down 
our arms except for a peace which 
would leave intact our independ- 
ence and our territory. 

"Belgium no longer is a battle- 
field upon which the quarrels of 
other peoples can be settled. Her 
territory is now a collection of 
fortified lines occupied by an army 
ready to do everything for defense 
of their homes. 

"This strong army, maintained 
on a fighting basis, is the pivot of 
our policy of independence."

SURVEY REVEALS 

MANY JOBSEEKERS 
IN STATE "OVER 40" 

Albany (U.PJ— More than two-fifths 
of the state's jobseekere are over 
40, an unemployment Insurance di- 
vision survey showed today. 

An occupational analysis based on 
a December 1938 inventory showed 
that 41 par cent of the 396,6*2 
applicant* for job* registered with 
state employment office* were past 
the 40 mark. 

Age distribution among men and 

women wa* "conspicuously dissim- 
ilar," according to Dr. Meredith B. 
Glvens, director of the survey. 

"Whereas only one-fourth ot fhe 
female work applicants were 40 
years of age or mora, close to one- 
half the men were in this age cate- 
gory. Of the 163,196 registrants aged 
40 years and ovsr, four-fifth* were 
men and one-fifth were women." 

Information gathered in th* sur- 
vey was expected to be turned over 
to the Wadsworth committee in- 
vestigating discrimination against 
employment of the mlddleagad. The 
committee recently reported that 
age discrimination in industry is 
"gradually decreasing."

BRITAIN DENIES ' "'" 

GERMAN PLANES 
SANKWSHIP1 

Admiralty Brand* Berlin 
Story of Namsos Victory 
Untrue; Norwegians Are 
Urged to Be Patient. 

London <JP>— Great Britain last 
night officially denied Germany's 
claim that Nasi warplanes had 
sunk a 30,000-ton British battleship 
and a heavy cruiser In concen- 
trated air attack* off the Nor- 
wegian Coast 

Th* Admiralty broke it* *ilenc* 
of more than a day sine* Germany 
Jubilantly announced that her air- 
craft had sunk or badly damaged 
nine British warships and trans- 
port* off the Norwegian port* of 
Namsos and Narvik last Friday. 

"Th* German claim to hav* *unk 
a British battleship and a cruiser 
of the York class in th* operations 
off Namsos Is untrue," said' the Ad- 
miralty communique, 
German Claims Called "Fantastic/ 
It mad* no reference to th* other 
triumphs officially reported by th* 
Nazi* but well-Informed British 
sources Saturday night had de- 
scribed the German claims as "of 
the fantastic character to which 
th* public la fast becoming ac- 
customed." 

(In Berlin, authoritative German 
sources met th* British denial with 
insistence that their report was 
correct and asserted that th* Gor- 
man air fore* had attacked a Brit- 
ish naval unit off Narvik, Norway's 
Arctic port, and scored a direct alt 
on an English battleship. Heavy 
amok* rising from th* warship 
showed the effect of th* bomb, it 
was reported. 

British troops at Narvik also war* 
subjected t» th* fore* of th* Ger- 
man airmen, German* said, and 
bomb* dropped on an enemy en- 
campment In that rogion exploded 
a munitions dump. 

Koht Urge. 'Patience.' 
A message to the Norwegian peo- 
ple not to los* "patience" and coun- 
seling them to put their trust in 
th* Allies wa* broadcast from Lon- 
don by I>r. Halvdan Koht, Nor- 
wegian foreign minister who last 
month defied Germany's demand 
that Norway submit to th* Natl oc- 
cupation and then fled with hi* 
King and government before th* 
gray-clad Nasi warrior*. * 

Dr. Koht arrived in London yes- 
terday with th* Norwegian defense 
minister Cot Blrgar L. Jungberg. 
They cam* to a Scottish port on a 
British warship for conference* 
with Allied leaders. 

The foreign minuter said In th* 
broadcast after th* conferences 
that the Allies had promised Nor- 
way "full aid" and that It wa* a 
point of honor for them to fulfill 
that promts*.

ORDERED TO RUN CARS 

Traction Lilies Miist Operate 
By Tuesday Morning. 

MAY USE STRIKEBREAKERS. 



Following Order of Pubic Service 
Commission, United Traction Com- 
pany Prepares to Resume Trolley 
Car Service— One Commissioner 
Dissents From Order — Supplies 
Taken to Car Barns— Force ol 
"Guards" Being Organized-Prep- 
arations for Operating Cars With 
Strikebreakers Unless Company 
and Employees Come to Agree- 
ment — Mayor Takes Protective 
Measures. 

Resumption of service on all its lines by 8 o'clock next Tues- 
day morning was the order issued to The United Traction Company 
at 10 o'clock this morning by the Public Service Commission. 
Order Followed Commission Hearing. 

This is the di^ct outcome of the hearing yesterday afternoon 
beforlPthe Commission, at which the company was asked to show 
cause why it should not resume trolley car operations or why the 
commission should not apply to the courts to compel such restora- 
tion of service. 

One Commissioner Dissented. 

Commissioner John A. Barhite dissented from the order issued 
this morning, declaring that the Public Service Commission had no- 
power to take such drastic steps. 



A statement issued by the company to-day said that the com- 
pany would not put its cars in operation before the time limit, and 
that preparations are being made to put strikebreakers on the cars. 
State Police to Patrol Highway. 

If the cars are sent out of the barns Tuesday morning in charge 
of non-union operatives, members of the State Constabulary will 
patrol the Troy-Albany Road. 

Mayor Directs Safety Precautions. 
Emergency means to safeguard public safety in Troy will be 
taken, it was announced to-day by Mayor Fleming, following a con- 
ference with Commissioner of Public Safety McDonough. 
Meeting of Local Union Called, 
Joseph F. McLaughlin, President of the Troy Trolley men's 
Union, to-day called a meeting of his men for to-morrow night in 
the Labor Temple on Congress Street, at which additional pickets 
will be appointed. 

Company May Make Last Plea. 

It is understood that the company will direct a final plea to the 
striking employees to return to work before placing the cars in the 
hands of strikebreakers. When asked to-day what the men would 
do in answer to such a plea, Mr. McLaughlin replied: "It all de- 
pends on what the company has to offer." 



Company Makes Preparations, 

In the meantime preparations ars 
being- made at the carbarns In Troy 
and Albany for the Quartering of the 
strikebreakers. Ths Lanalngburgh 
barns particularly afforded a busy 
seen* to-day. Private detectives 
from the Reed Detective Agency of 
Albany are stationed at the barns. 
When asked If the company Is pre- 
pared to man the cars with strike- 
breakers an official of the company 
antwerad: "Not Quite, but ere are 
getting ready," 

Report Coaches May Be Used. 

It was reported this morning that 
railroad coaches are being made 
ready at the Colonic shops of The 
Delaware and Hudson Railroad 
Company, owners of The United 
Traction Company, in which to 
house non-union men. Members of 
the shopmen's unions atated that 
the minute strikebreakers are 
brought Into the Colonic yards the 
union men would quit work. In fees 
of this threat It seems probable' that 
the care will be taken to some other 
point. 

Organizing a Protective Force. 

In connection with equipping lis 
commissaries, Ths United Traction 
Company la making preparations to 
organise a protective force. Sixty 
men arrived from New Tork last 
night st 1:45 o'clock and after be- 
ing taken to the office of William A.

cation to the city of Troy asking the 
municipality to Join the company In 
making an application to the Stat* 
Legislature for the passaja of a law 
exempting the company from taxa- 
tion on properly In Troy In excess 
of the capital stock of ths corpora- 
tion, fixed at 130,000. . The looal au- 
thorities did not comply with the 
request and consequently the Troy 
Union Railroad haa served notice on 
the city which. It Is believed. Is lay- 
ing the foundation for a demand on 
the city for the return by the city of 
all taxes paid by the company on an 
assessment In excess of 110,000 since 
1008. 

Basis of Claim. 

The claim of the company is based 
on an agreement entered Into July 
1, 18G8, between the city of Troy and 
file Troy Union Railroad which 
reads as follows: , 

The party of the flret part aajrsea 
that if the law passed by the Legisla- 
ture of the state of New Tork June 
14. 1853, relative to the% taxation ot 
property of The Troy Union Railroad 
company of Troy, shall, at any time 
he repealed, ths Common Council of 
the city of Troy shall join in an ap- 
plication to the Legislature that The 
Troy Union Railroad Company shall 
be exempt from taxation upon the 
amount exceeding the present amount 
of the capital stock; and that no tax 
be Imposed upon The Rensselaer and 
Saratoga Railroad Company on ac- 
count of the proposed addition to said 
bridge, and If such law shall not be 
passed, the Common Council of the 
city of Troy, shall refund to The Troy 
niori Railroad Company an amount 
equal >to the city taxes imposed upon 
The Troy Union Railroad Company 
for any valuation exceeding the 
present capital stock. 

Company's Claim. 

The company also cla:ms that it

George Smith was arrested at Pitts- 
tdwn. Ifl this county, yesterday for .a 
murder as cold-blooded as any found tn 
the annals of crime. Smith, according to 
hut confession, enticed: an . old man to 
take a rid?. When In a lonely portion 
of the road near Albany Smith placed 
a revolver under hts victim's chin and 
firrd. He fired two more shots, and 
then, after taking 115 from the dead 
man's wallet, threw- the body among tbe 
bushes by the roadside and drove away. 
| The murder occurred Saturday night, 
| June 1$, and the body was not discovered 
until Tuesday, when tbe remains were 
badly decomposed. Smith was sus- 
pected, and as It was known he was born 
In the town of Brunswick and at one 
time worked In tnla city. Superintendent 
Wlllard was notified, and Dvtecti.es Mc- 
Cann and Nolan, of Albany, came to 
Troy. 

On the Tratl. 

Superintendent Wlllard placed the case 
in the hands of Chief Detective Condon, 
and the Troy detective force was kept on 
the alert. Smith was traced to bis hiding 
place and his capture resulted. 
The crime. 

The murdered man's name was Philip 
Richtmyer of Mtddleburgb. Schoharie 
county, and he was seventy- four years 
old. Richtmyer was employed by Fred 
Schwartz of McKownsvllle. near Albany. 
He received 130 a month. 

Some person who afterward proved to 
h«> Smith drove to Schwartz's home at 
McKownsvllle Saturday night, June 
13. and called for Richtmyer, say- 
ing that D. W.' Seeley, for whom 
Richtmyer formerly worked, was ill and 
wished Richtmyer. The latter drove 
away with the stranger. i 

The lurdfrrr'% Sasry. 

Smith's story of the crime follows: 
"1 was drunk when 1 did it, and I do n't 
know why I did It. either. I drove to 
Schwartz's and gut old Richtmyer. I 
told him that Seeley wanted him. lie 
g»t in and drove off with me. We did n't 
talk much or, the way. I guess we 
dad n't say anything. 1 did n't ask him 
f"r his money. When we reached the 
place right there on Magazine street, 
w here I guess the body was found, be 
■vas sitting beside me looking straight 
ahead, t did n't say a word, but pulled 
my revolver and fired two or three shots. 
He did n't say a word or yell. 1 took his 
leather wallet. I did n't know whether 
ur nol he was dead, but I threw him out 
of tht- wagun Into the bushes." 

Smith made this confession volun- 
tarily to his captors, and appeared as if 
he did not realize* the position in which 
he was.

apostolic delegate at Washington 

The last named, In his address upon 
the views of the Catholic church respect- 
ing religion and education, said: "True 
education must be permeated by. and 
must tend to, the supernatural, for Its 
one aim must be to lead man to his true 
end. This Is the same as to say that 
true education must be permeated by re- 
vealed religion, for only in revealed re- 
ligion do we find any knowledge of the 
supernatural or of its workings and re- 
quirements. This. then. Is and always 
will be the position of the Catholic 
church. The communication of truths 
without reference to revealed religion 
may be Instruction, but It can never be 
education, and Instruction is not enough 
for man. The church can never recog- 
nise as perfect a .system of teaching 
which prescinds from (he propagation of 
revealed religion. Instruction In profane 
knowledge is necessary, and if It cannot 
be had except It be taken apart from any 
religious training, it will be ao received, 
and every effort will he made to supply 
tbe defect In other ways. But the Cath- 
olic church will never cease to long for 
nor to work for a better condition of 
things. If she did she would be false to 
herself and to the principles on which 
Bhe Is founded, and from which she 
draws all her vitality. With her re- 
vealed religion Is the first and last neces- 
sity of life." 

In the evening the church was 
crowded. The graduating class occupied 
front pews with the faculty. Bishop 
Doane of Albany delivered the bacca- 
laureate- sermon. The text was second 
epistle to Timothy, chapter 11., verses 
20-21: "But In a great house are not 
only vessels of gold and of silver, but 
also of wood and of earth, and some to 
honor and some to dishonor. If a man 
therefore purge himself from these, he 
shall be a vessel unto honor, sanctified 
and meet for the Master's use and pre- 
pared unto every good work." The bishop 
said: "The vain strifes of ambition, the 
swellings after unattainable end3. the 
Imitations of other people whom we can 
never resemble, cause the failure of 
many lives Which might be avoided. IT 
only men would learn thin truth, that 
they are made of various stuffs and 
different materials; some are rare and 
rich, some poor and homely. Life could 
not be without these various and differ- 
ing vessels to carry on Its work. It la 
easy for one to complain that, being 
clay, he Is not gold, or, being wood, he 
is not silver. Discontent comes of wish- 
ing to be- something other than what he 
Is. Content would come If each would 
realize the Infinite wisdom of his Maker, 
and the need of Just such service as each 
can render to accomplish God's will. 
Just here lies the use and value of your 
training time to have found out the stuff 
you are made of. Better than common 
things can be made out of common 
stuffs. To make the most of one's own 
self, and not to be like some one else, 
should be the desire of every man." 

At ":39 o'clock Saturday night every 
seat tn th<* First Presbyterian church 
was filled and many were required to 
stand. Professor James R. Truax. at the 
head of the department of the F.nglish 
language and literature, with Professor 
Cole, assistant in that department, and

devotion to service made Moses the law- 
giver, William the emperor, Washington 
the president and Lincoln the liberator. 
There must be differences In men to 
make a world, 

"Fifty years ago I came here aa a boy 
of twelve to visit the semi-centennial 
with my father. As I stand here to- 
night, recalling the past with Its numer- 
ous instances, I look with fearless eye 
upon the future of this university, one 
of the many Institutions of higher learn- 
ing in this state. While I believe in sup- 
porting the Institutions of my own state 
my deep Interest In education breaks 
down all narrowness and I recognise all 
the great things that are behind and 
that are before 'Old Union." Union uni- 
versity is the university of Albany, and 
Albany is the capital and centre of the 
Empire state. Our watch-word Is 'Con- 
cordia,' which means the union of all 
lovers of a combination of religion and 
patriotism for which this old Institution 
stands." 

To-day Is Educational day of Union 
college's centennial week. The first 
exercises of the clay were held In the 
college at 10;30 o'clock, Melville Dewey, 
secretary of the New York state board 
of regents, presiding. The topic under 
discussion was '"The Schools," and the 
speakers were Professor William H. 
Maxwell, superintendent of the Brooklyn 
schools, and Professor C F. P. Bancroft, 
principal of Phillips academy, Andover, 
Mass. 

This afternoon the subject was "The 
College," and addresses were made by 
President Andrews of Brown univer- 
sity and President Seelye of Smith col- 
lege.

The recommendation by Governor 
Odell In bis annua! message that a 
small tax be Imposed upon mortgages 
when they are recorded seems to com- 
mand general public appro vaL That 
the recommendation la likely to be 
carried into effect Is shown by the 
prompt Introduction by Senator Strana- 
han of a bill framed in accordance 
with the Governor's suggestions. But 
there Is some opposition. It comes 
' from title guarantee companies and 
j various big mortgagors. Thi Brook- 
i lyn Eagle thinks this opposition 111 ad- 
| vised, is sure the bill will pass and be- 
I lieves it ought to pass. It says of the 
measure: 

it la going to pass in hard or easy form. 
The Inevitable is not always the most de- 
alt able, but its lnevltableness makes ac- 
ceptance nf it statesmanship. 

The same Interests err In revamping 
their old demand for no taxation on 
mortgages. No Legislature wiil pa=>s that 
Into a law— until a measure for ready 
taxing them to a degree shall have heen 
made Into a law. The law now pro- 
vides for their taxation on a scale enforced 
In some parts of the state and ttatly Ig- 
nored In others under public opinion. 
Strertuous opposition to a modified act can 
at any lime secure the enforcement of ex- 
isting law where it is now ignored. Those 
who resist any modification challenge the 
worst possible conditions— and. really, In- 
voke them on their own heads. Thty are 
fatuously blind. 

Nor need the time-worn dogmatism, "the 
horrower is always the one on whom the 
tax falls," too often or too loudly be Im- 
prudently put at the front. It would be go 
here, it would not be so in parts nf this 
state which now run and will run the 
stale under any conditions, Republican or 
iJeniocratte, possibly conceivable for a long 
while. An argument against the folly of 
being Incensecf at a red rng Is a poor ex- 
ercise of scholarly ability in front of a 
roaring and ramping dull. 

A WLirse fate tna.li the pending measure 
will surely befall those who fight it— should 

they sucteed in halUrtK it. Beside, the 
contention for the exemption of mortgages 
from all taxation could he much more etTi- 
ciently supported after an uniform act 
subjecting mortgages to some j-mall taxa- 
tion had been passed. The present condi- 
tion of law. enforced in spots ami nullified 
In spots, will not last. Kither ft modifica- 
tion or an enforcement everywhere of ex- 
isting law wilt follow. The acute and larue 
practice of lending as a business should 
not afflict lenders with the il.-lusion that 
theirs is a monopoly of intelligence or wis- 
dom or power. Sane acceptance nf the in- 
evitable may win ameliorating and soften- 
ing concessions from the legislative com- 
mittees. Any other policy cannot but bring 
hard results. 

The mortgage tax proposed la a mild 

one. The people, understanding its true 

intent, earnestly endorse it. Too fierce 

antagonism to it may only serve to 

convince them that it is high time to 

have some such law on the statute booka.

Wall Street Records nf 1IHH. 

Some remarkable records were made 
in Wall Street during the year 1901. and 
It may be yars before they are equaled, 
although no prediction concerning tVn.ll 
Street is ever safe. Nevertheless few 
persona expect to see such develop- 
ments In the speculative field during 
1902 as made 19oi memorable. From 
January to May there was the greatest 
volume of stock trading ever known. 
Purine that period the buying and sell- 
ing of 2. 000. 000 shares In a single day was 
not unusual, although before that such 
a day's business waa regarded as phe- 
nomenal. Then came the May panic, 
which if not In itself a record-breaker at 
least had many unusual and remarkable 
features. After that speculation waa 
less wild and Man ion, but there were 
several heavy spurts, and the figures 
showed that probably a great many more 
persons were in "the game" than ever 
before. 

Somf records as to or ice move- 
ment were also made. The astonishing 
advance in Northern Pacific has proba- 
bly never been paralleled. Undoubtedly 
there have been wildcat mining stocks 
that have made bigger jumps, but noth- 
ing of the kind ever occurred before in 
a legitimate railway stock. The corner 
Itself was a most remarkable develop- 
ment, such aa is not likely to be seen 
again In years. The general price move- 
ment during the early part of the year 
was almoat continually upward. With 
the panic came a more conservative 
view, and the fictitious values were 
everywhere cut. It was a prosperity 
year throughout, in spite of the corn 
crop failure, and the comparatively 
high level of quotations, even after the 
"prosperity panic," was well Justified. 
During the latter part of the year an- 
other soaring boom in prices seemed im- 
minent, but the copper war and the sen- 
sational decline of the shares of the Cop- 
per Trust prevented. Thus speculation 
commences in 1902 upon a fair basis and 
with practfcally little Inflation of prices. 
Probably the year will bring forth much 
the same as other years have. There 
will he the constant battle between the 
bulls and the bears, with first one and I 
then the other having the advantage, I 
And It may be taken for granted thnt the

"April 30. 1903, the day set for the open- 
' ing of the fair by Congress." Probably 
this is the wiser course. To postpone a 
ft, Ir may mean to decrease Interest In it. 
But why would it not be a good plan 
tu undertake such enterprises long 
et ough in advance to have everything 
ready at the opening time? One great 
defect in exposition management seems 
to be the failure to calculate Just what 
Is to he done and and how much tune is 
required to do It.

The front 
paws of this historical beast are resting 
upon the pages of! an open book, and per- 
haps something Be read there provoked 
the expression of amusement he has 
worn for nine cajnturles, but a lady of 
my acqualntancsjTdeclares that he is 
laughing at a preposterous group in 
marble at the angle of the doge's palace 
representing Adam and Eve. It occupies 
a recess at the top of one of the most ex- 
i qulsite pieces of stone carving that was 
• ever executed, hilt the appearance and 
j the posture of o»r first parents are ab- 
; surd enough to make even a bronxe Hon 
I laugh. This Hon is older than history. 
Nobody knows where it came from or 
who made It. It has been the inspira- 
tion of poets for centuries; It has been 
represented uponl the flags, the banners, 
the seals, the coins, the paper money and 
bonds of Venice, Artists have raved 
over it In the most ridiculous manner. 
I Nobody ever saw such a looking thing 
elsewhere, but Its age offsets its ab- 
' surdity, and the legends that surround 
1 H are very interesting. Napoleon stole 
this Hon and took it to Paris, as he did 
I the horses on the roof of St. Mark's 
Cathedral, but after his downfall it was 
restored." 

The occupation of the "barker," the 
leather-lunged Individual who calls the 
carriage numbers at theatres, opera 
housts and social functions, may 
soon be gone,' Much clamor and 
confusion will be done away with 
at the Metropolitan Opera House 
in New York by the Installation 
of an illuminate*! carriage call system, 
which will signal to waiting coachmen a 
half-mile distant. The proper numbers 
will be flashed ffom a conspicuous place 
commanding the stretches of pavement 
where the carriages, cabs and automo- 
biles now crowd! and jam the crossings 
after opera hours. Operators stationed 
at the entrances will give numbered 
checks, and, without the aid of the man 
with the foghorn voice, calling one^s 
vehicle will be only a matter of switch- 
ing a series of levers arranged some- 
what like a typewriter board. The 
figures from to 9 can be shown in each 
of the three large apertures, so that car- 
riage call3 may be numbered up in the 
hundreds and changed every two sec- 
onds. The principle of the device Is 
similar to that of the shifting adver- 
tising legends written In colored in- 
candescent lights. Theatre and opera 
goers and the persons living near the 
midnight tumult of the shouting for car- 
riages will welcome this system as a 
public benefaction. There will be no 
excuse for delay and confusion when 
coachmen will be able to read their 
numbers against the sky a half-dozen 
blocks away. The owners of several 
theatres are wafting to adopt the system 
if the test at thje opera house ia as suc- 
cessful as seem* probable. 

Here la a thrilling tale of the way In 
which a Philadelphia damsel fought for 
her boa— and w0n. A slender young girl 
created a scene in a department store 
when by her own pluck she saved her- 
self from being robbed of her fur boa. 
The thief was a large well dressed 
woman, whos* appearance seemed 
enough to clear her from the charge of 
theft: but the girl felt her fur pulled off 
her arm, and was sure the woman took 
it, as she detected her making a quick 
adjustment of the long, loose cloak she 
wore. The girl fbllowed the large woman, 
and just near tie door caught her by the 
arm. For several minutes the two 
women struggled, and the thief, who was 
twice the size of her plucky captor, had 
the best of It, though the girl clung tena- 
ciously to her arm.

Denmark Extradition Treaty Signed, 

Washington, Jan. 6,— The extradition 
treaty between the United States and Den- 
mark was signed this morning in the re- 
ception room of the State Department by 
John Hay, Secretary of State, and Minister 
Constantln Brun, representing Denmark. 
Negotiations for the treaty were begun in 
the second administration of President 
Cleveland, but were not completed within 
that time because of opposition on the part 
of Denmark to extradite her own citizens. 
In other words Denmark refused the extra- 
dition of one of her own citizens, who may 
have committed a crime in the United 
States and returned to Denmark. 

President Cleveland refused to make a 
treaty with such a restriction. Since that 
time a number of treaties have been con- 
aumated with other countries without the 
objectionable clause, and, Denmark, noting 
this fact, haa been pressing for a new 
treaty.
